• A licensee shall promptly notify the AC Regional Director by 
certified mail of any change in the name, address, 
management, or substantial control or ownership of his 
business or operation, or of any additional sites, within 10 
days of any change. 

(The licensee housed at least six regulated animals at her son's home 
for two months.) 

• Every dealer... shall make, keep, and maintain records or 
forms which fully and correctly disclose the following 
information concerning animals other than dogs and cats, 
purchased or otherwise acquired, owned, held, leased, or 
otherwise in his or her possession or under his or her control, 
or which is transported, sold, euthanized, or otherwise 
disposed of by that dealer. 

(The record of acquisition for two artic foxes includes only the 
individual's name who sold the animals and not the individual's 
address.) 

• No dealer shall knowingly obtain any dog, cat, or other animal 
from any person who is required to be licensed but who does 
not hold a current, valid, and unsuspended license. 

(The licensee purchased two artic foxes from an unlicensed 
individual on February 17, 2013.) 

• The facility must be constructed of such material and of such 
strength as appropriate for the animals involved. The indoor 
and outdoor housing facilities shall be structurally sound and 
shall be maintained in good repair to protect the animals from 
injury and to contain the animals. 

(Two artic foxes escaped while being housed at an undeclared and 
uninspected site.)
